Washington.—The general ataft el 


the United State* army ho* completed 
Us plan* for aa entire reorgwlMtion 
and Increase of this country's military 
establishment, a work upon which, tt 
hat been busy over sine* It was fdra- 
ed some years ago. Although the re- 
port containing these plans is now in 
type it probably will not he presented 
to eongjesB at this session, owing to 
the fa/ that members at the tenate 
tnd house committees on military af- 
faire d«aire ample time In which to 
consider all the provisions recom- 
mended by the general staff- Among 
those most active in the conference* 
on these plans are Senator Root of 
New York, formerly secrets*? e* war. 
and oenator DuPont 
of Delaware, 


chairman of the senate eommltle* on 
military affairs. 


The plan for the reorganisation of 


the army as drawn up by the general 
staff tg declared by experts to be the 
most important and comprehensive 
piece of oonetrncttre work along theee 
lines ever performed in this country- 
It Is also regarded as marking the 
fh%t schematic military policy 7«t 
drawn up for the land forces of th« 
United States. While some of its de- 
tails have been embodied in congres- 
sional bills or letters of the secretary 
of war, the report has never been 
mafie public In its entirety. 


The great object 
sought to be 


gained Is the organization of 
the 


army on a footing of constant readi- 
ness for war, with a permanent ex- 
peditionary force always ready for In- 
stant service. In order to ensure this 
result it is recommended that the 
forces liable for duty anywhere bt 
Increased about seven am«». 


In the rnsrnlar army the highest pro- 


posed unit ot organization is raised 
and the mobile branches, which In- 
clude all arms except the coast artil- 
lery, are divided into two parts, the 
foreign and the domestic*. The do- 
mestic service is to he kspt per- 
manently in continental United States, 
While the foreign servJ-a Is to he sent 
to American territory elsewhere, to 
remain, as an organization, outside of 
this country for good.

Report of Police Investigating Committee 


To the City Council. Lima. Ohio. Honorable Slr«:— 


We, the special committee, heretofore appointed to tnrMtigate 


the police department of the City of Lima, Ohio, beg leave to re- 
port aa follows: 


Tbe special committee baa field as many meetings ae were 


uecensary to examine the witnesses that appeared. 


After bearing (he witnesses under oath and carefully reading 


and dlgeuting the transcript of the witnesses, we do here find: 


1. That the present administration has endeavored through 


the police department to enforce all laws and ordinances relati\? 
to tbe conduct of affairs of the city. In tflis effort the mayor, safety 
director, chief and captain of police have had a full co-operation 
of the subordinate officers and policemen except five or six of these 
subordinate officers and policemen who .refuse Or neglect to adjust 
thernaelveb of a condition which demands strict law enforcement 
and honorable service. 


2. 
The matter set forth in the first finding has resulted in a 


practical division of the police force department 
which 
ofltimes 


causes law enforcement acd duty to be forgotten and one officer 
wagea hie strength and ability againbt another officer without any 
benefit to the city and a distinct disadvantage to the department. 


3 
To overcome the condition set forth in findings one and 


two requiring strict and positive orders from the chief executive 
down through the safety director, chief of police to the captain 
whu»e duty it is to give such orders at roll call and have charge of 
the police office™ at all times when the chief of police !n absent 
and especially at night, such orderw demanded that the captain of 
police take and maintain a strict and absolute stand upon his orders. 
In the mlndfl of the subordinate officers and policemen the neces- 
sary arbitrary stand of the captain made him the center about whom 
the factious disagreed. 


4. 
We find that the captain of police, tor two years prior to 


January 1, Ibl2, did not endeavor to enforce laws and ordinances 
with regard to gaznblluK and houses of ill fame and that he wa.-, 
Indiscreet and strictly out of the line of his duty by mingling with 
common prostitutes, all of which was done under the false belief 
that Ills best service could best be rendered to the city of Lima and 
under explicit and definite orders of his superiors at that time. How- 
ever, after careful and I'tJcstaking investigation and Cue regard for 
substance rather than hearsay, we find that the captain ol 
1 ihf. police 


bas been sn efficient, reliable and obedient officer and has been to 
the present administration one of the important factors lending to 
tbe success of law enforcement.

partment:

All dissension in the department should be immediately

in the department, which tan only be done by co-operation and loy- 
alty to the department as a whole and not individual!). 
Personal 


credit for duties performed munt give way to actual accomplishments 
for the protection of the city. 


3. 
Pernonal quarrels and grievances among the members of 


the department should be tcttlt'il and adjusted wltlnn the depart- 
ment itself rather than through Hie columns ol the press. and espe- 
cially IB it recommended that the officers of the department extend 
every rourlPKy and consideration to any and all officers who feel 
aggrieved, In orrtoi that the police department can work us a unit 
rather than as individuals. 


4. 
That all police reporting telephones be installed separate 


and apart from plac< K of business.

That no officer of the department shall be engaged or em- 


ploy nd In 
I he rapacity of detecthe by private individuals.

That the n-port of this committee and the transcript of the 


testimony adduced hi the hearings of the committee, be made a 
part of the records of the council but not to he spread upon the 
Journal.
